One woman dead and property damage running into huffcffei.s of 
thousand dollars—th a t was the toll Gettysburg and Adams county counted 
today in the wake of the severest northeastern wind and rain storm ever 
to sweep across this section of Pennsylvania in a t least 40 years. 
Stream s swollen by rains of three days left their banks and carried 
away bridges, cottages and livestock. 
Winds of gale and hurricane pro­ 
portions wreaked thousands of dollars damage in the county’s peach and 
apple orchards, uprooted trees and drove water into practically every 
home in Gettysburg and Adams county. 
Growers Report Peach and Apple C rops Ruined 
The county’s largest commercial peach crop, estim ated, Wednesday, 
at 50 per cent of 1932, was practically ruined, the fast-ripening fruit be­ 
ing whipped from trees and battered on the ground. Leading growers to­ 
day expressed the opinion th a t the crop of Elberta and Hale peaches will 
now be less than IO per cent of last year’s yield. 
8, Luther Baltzley, of near O rrtanna, one of Adams county’s com­ 
missioners, said at least 1,500 bushels of peaches and a similar quantity 
I of apples were blown from th e trees. He estim ated his loss at more than 
$2,000. 
O. C. Rice, of Biglerville, whose large peach orchard Is Just north of 
Gettysburg, said th a t half of the 20 per cent crop he estimated for this 
year, was destroyed.

Mennonites And Dukhobors 
Would Settle In War- 
torn Chaco Region. 


Bf Gideon Seymour 
Buenos Aires < AP),—A plan by 
Paraguay to place 100.000 Menno­ 
nites and Dukhobors from Canada 
and Mexico in the w ar-torn Oran 
Chaco region has been revealed by 
advices from Ascuncion. capital of 
th at country. 
President Hpsebio Ayala, the ad­ 
vices state, already has obtained 
promises of cooperation from Chaco 
landholders, to whom he indicated 
th a t an understanding had been 
reached with spokesmen for the 
prospective colonists. 
Depends I'pon W ar’s Fnd 
. Tile project depends upon conclu­ 
sion of the Paraguayan-Bolivian 
war, recently referred for settle­ 
m ent to the combined good offices 
of Argentina, Brazil, Chile and Peru. 
It also would require Paraguayan 
retention of the central Chaco re­ 
gion as far westward as the sixty- 
first parallel. 
Present battle lines 
are about 60 miles inside th at par­ 
allel, but Paraguayan authorities 
are counting upon regaining the ter­ 
ritory essential to their coloniza­ 
tion program. 
If the present fighting should end 
Inconclusively, simmering down to 
such a status as followed the hos­ 
tilities of 
1928, 
Paraguay might 
press the scheme without waiting 
for a treaty fixing a definite boun­ 
dary. 
It regards colonization as 
more conducive th an warfare to a 
final settlem ent of the old quarrel. 
Government Pays Fares 
The financing of the mass migra­ 
tion from another continent and* the 
placing of the farm ers upon quickly 
productive land offei problems to 
which Paraguay also is giving a t­ 
tention. The government intends to 
transport the im m igrants, and land 
owners have agreed to sell to Para­ 
guay, agricultural holdings near the 
75,000-acre 
colony 
where 
10,000 
Mennonites have been settled since 
1927. 
To bring 100,000 new colonists 
into the Chaco would take ten 
years, it is estim ated, but it would 
treble the white population. 
Para­ 
guay 
already 
obtains 
from 
the 
Chaco about half of the government 
revenues. 
Mineral Riches Larking 
The new’ settlers would be exempt, 
as are the present Mennonite col­ 
onists, 
from 
compulsory 
military 
service, to which they object on re­ 
ligious grounds. They would govern 
and police their own communities. 
Paraguay regards the future of 
the Chaco as lying essentially in 
agriculture and livestock, despite 
the impression th a t the region is 
potentially rich in ore and oil. 
Geologists have reported there is 
no more reason to expect petroleum 
or minerals under the rich red loam 
of the Chaco th an beneath tile soil 
of southernm ost Brazil, of which 
geologically it is a continuation. 
Dissatisfaction 
a m o n g 
borne i 
Chaco Mennonites, which came to a ! 
head seven m onths ago in a threat '• 
to migrate to Uruguay or southern J 
Brazil, has died down. 
Those who favored removal, be- ! 
cause of the war and the inadapta­ 
bility of the land to wheat and cot­ 
ton, were rem inded th a t the average 
colonist had done well. Tile wealth­ 
iest of those who came in 1927 is 
reputed to have banked $30,000. 
Lately there has been some grum­ 
bling at the Paraguayan army’s con­ 
fiscation of livestock and produce 
from Chaco farm steads upon prom­ 
issory notes which have no negotia­ 
ble value, but this is not confined to 
the Mennonites. 
President Ayala 
has promised th a t the satisfaction 
of these debts will be the first con­ 
cern of the government when hos­ 
tilities cease. 


Difficult To 
Flee Hay Fever 
% 
Numerous requests are being daily 
received by tile state departm ent of 
J health from victims of so-called hay 
fever, according to Dr. J. Bruce Mc- 
Creary. deputy secretary of health. 
! Sufferers are seeking inform ation 
j on localities to which they m ay go 
I to escape their discomfort. 
The departm ent of health is ad- 
| vising those susceptible to hay fever 
I to rem ain at home and consult their 
physician that he may make a care­ 
ful study of the particular pollens to 


which each is susceptible. 
Localities 
where the pollens, ragweed, golden­ 
rod, tim othy and other grasses and 
flowers do n o t penetrate are diffi­ 
cult to locate and are decidedly re­ 
mote for Pennsylvania citizens, ac­ 
cording to the departm ent. 
“It is possible to determine by 
testing the patient,” said Dr. Mc­ 
Cleary, "Just w hat pollens cause his 
trouble and afterw ards to treat him 
with preparations m ade from these 
pollens. 
Such treatm ent diminishes 
or removes th e susceptibility. 
To 
be of value, however, the inquiry 
into the cause and the application 


of the treatm ent should always be 
undertaken weeks prior to the hay 
fever season, th at the victim 's re ­ 
sistance m ay be built up in good 
time, 
"In some instances it m ay be 
necessary to repeat this procedure 
more th an once during the season. 
Its value has been well established 
in m any cases. Most certainly it is 
more practical and less expensive to 
fight this difficulty by medical pro­ 
cedure th an to attem pt to overcome 
it by locating remote sections sup­ 
posedly free from the pollens caus­ 
ing it.”

h ad a slightly off-day in th e sec­ 
tional eliminations 
does n o t alter 
th e fact th at he returned to win 
the championship In 1931, a fte r a 
17-year Interval, and was a sem i­ 
finalist last year at Five Pam s, u n ­ 
corking one streak of unbeatable 
golf as 
he negotiated 
nine holes 
against George Voigt in a record 
SO. 
No other player, including Chick 
E vans, can match Oulmet’s achieve­ 
m ent in being a panic, patin rn every 
national a m a t e u r cham pionship 
tournam ent from 1913 to 1932, in­ 
clusive. 
Only once during th a t time 
did he fall to qualify for th e m atch 
play. T hat was at O akm ont in 
1925. when the qualifiers were lim ­ 
ited to 16 and Francis lost a play­ 
off for the last place. 
Ouimet, in addition to his cham ­ 
pionship victories in 1914 and 1931, 
was runner-up to Chick Evans in 
1920 and a semi-finalist in six other 
tournam ents. Last year he yielded

Goodman, 
m ainly be­ 
cause the 
Nebraska “giant-killer'’ 
enjoyed one of his scoring streaks 
during which he shot 18 consecutive 
holes, from the 7th to the 24th, In 
exactly 66 strokes.

fore Goodman stopped the veteran

available—these

Frank Dolp's 138 and Ccotty Camp­ 
bell’s 140. 
These were am ong the best scores 
anywhere 
in the land and 
both 
Willing and Moe would have qual­ 
i f y with plenty to spare in a dis­ 
trict with a bigger quota. 


A Solution 
To cover such contingencies as 
well as cases like th at of Ouimet, 
the U. S. O. A. m ight reserve a 
dozen places or more for recognised 
stars or form er champions, giving 
them the benefit

where qualifying circumstances or 
luck were against them for a day. 
This would come under the head­ 
ing a favoritism , perhaps, but it 
surely would strike a popular note 
among golfers in general, besides 
asuring a more representative field 
for the am ateur championship.

W ith between 140 and 150 appli­ 
cants for admission to the G ettys­ 
burg high school this year, the 
freshm an class will be m uch the 
largest in its history.

points out th at thousands of high

graduates

So far, there have 


been no applicants for post-gradu­ 
ate work at G ettysburg high this 
year, nor were there any last year. 
Two years ago there were two post­ 
graduate students.
